Sierra Madre Conservancy plans to purchase property 


council to request a resolution since Proposition A 
funds of $3.1 million have been alotted for land 
acquisition. 

"The conservancy could put the package to¬ 
gether, open escrow and purchase property. There 
are several methods of acquiring land: We can ask 


Herb Stroh, president of the Sierra Madre 
Mountain Conservancy board of directors, told the 
City Council in an adjourned meeting last Tuesday 
evening (Aug. 16) that John Bowman’s parcel in 
northeast Sierra Madre foothills is "the perfect 
parcel to begin acquisition...We would be able to 
protect this forever." 

The land is located at the trail head of the 
Mt. Wilson Trail. Bowman has been contacted 
and he is willing to sell for a fair market value as 
soon as it is appraised, Stroh explained.

Watanabe said, "1 would like to pass the 
word on to the Chinese people that before they cut 
trees back they must check with the city and their 
neighborhood out of courtesy. 1 hope the realtors 
are aware, also.Jf this continues, the city will be 
forced to institute a blanket tree ordinance for 
private residences as well as parkways. They 
removed three trees from the parkway. Those are, 
the property of the city. They have to replace 
those trees, and I’m suggesting two trees of 
substantial size rather than four." 


According to Lee, they were hampered 
several times while they were attempting to trim 
the tree. After they received permission to prune 
the tree from Rita Reyes, administrative aid in the 
public works department, they attempted to trim 
the tree. The police stopped them on Aug. 14 and 
17. Each time they talked with Reyes. 

"Further research indicated the need for no 
more stop orders. So 1 told them on Aug. 18 and 
22 to resume their trimming," Reyes told The 
News Tuesday morning. 


A 5000-year Chinese tradition is the reason 
why"a 100-year-old oak tree was severely pruned 
on the front lawn of property at 350 Grove in 
Sierra Madre. The Buddhist belief that no trees or 
posts should hamper the entrance of spirits 
through the main door of a home was the reason 
the owners, Mr. and Mrs. Peter Kao, decided to 
prune the tree back and cut down other trees on 
the property. They have had the home up for sale 
with David Lee of Baldwin Realtors, who also 
serves as property manager, and believed that the 
pruning was necessary to sell the home. 

"The Kaos love the tree but it is difficult to 
look past the 5000-year tradition," Lee said 
Tuesday. "They hired tree doctors to attempt 
moving the tree; however, they were told that the 
tree would not survive. So they trimmed the tree 
so that the spirits could get in." 

Mr. and Mrs. Jeflfey Harley, tenants, love 
the tree, also, and urged Lee to "think of any way 
to preserve the tree." 

As of Tuesday morning, the tree was finally 
going under the saws. Lee explained, "The tree Ts 
an eyesore. It is too late to save it. We will 
remove the tree and plant a new tree at a different 
location in the front yard." 

Lew Watanabe, chairman of the Tree Pres¬ 
ervation Commission, recommended either a 48- 
inch box tree (which would stand l5 to 16 feet 
high and spread lU teei; or a 60-inch box tree 
(which would stand 20 feet high and spread 13 to 
14 feet). He and Lee were meeting Tuesday 
afternoon to determine the size of the tree that 
will replace the three-story oak tree. 

Watanabe said, "Those are the recommen¬ 
dations that 1 am giving Mr. Lee. The oak tree is 
ruined. Two major branches have been removed. 

I’m suggesting that they place a substantial tree on 
the other (north) side of the existing tree. As that 
grows, they will remove the old oak. It’s a 
shame." 

Steve Pock, building official, said, "There 
are no ordinances restricting that kind of treat-, 
ment. Only on development property does the city 
have any say. There are no restrictions about owner of the 
cutting down trees on private property unless year-old oak tree i

He continued, "Depending on the size and 
conditions of the donation, sale or easement, a 
property owner may realize income tax, estate tax 
and property tax benefits. What is the advantage 
to the landowner? They can say, T want this to be 
open forever.’" 

The next property they are looking at is John 
Maddox’s 40 acres which Jan Maddux donated to 
the conservancy prior to her death. "There’s a 
holdup. We need access to the property through 
the flood control people. They are working out a 
proposal to allow access to the property," Stroh 
explained. 

Sunrise Hill at the top of Camillo is the next 
piece of property the conservancy is looking at, 
Stroh said. "We have contacted the owners and 
they are considering developing the area with one 
or two houses. They would be interested in selling 
the property rather than developing it." 

The two-and-a-half acres belonging to Adeeb 
Thomas is another area and the owner is interest¬ 
ed in selling; however, it has not been appraised. 
Duane Waddell owns a good share of land in the 
foothills and part of it could be developed. "He 
thinks he could put four houses there. Waddell 
would like to sell all of the property."

Dear Dr. Tami, 

I have an indoor kitten that I want to get 
declawed. At what age should I have it done and 
should I have all four feet done? 

I feel that the best age to declaw is at the same 
time as neutering - about six months. This way 
two procedures can be done under one anesthesia. 
The youngest age 1 would feel comfortable 
declawing is three months. Most cats only need to 
have the front feet declawed. 

Very rarely is a cat also destructive with his hind 
feet. It is important that declawed cats be kept 
Indoors since they won't be able to protect 
themselves as well outdoors.

Mayor MaryAnn MacGillivray asked the 
group to "put in priority of what’s visible, accessi¬ 
ble. Rank the properties according to desirabili¬ 
ty...! like the idea of partnering with citizens. It’s 
a way to get citizens involved. Maybe if the can¬ 
yon residents are interested in promoting their 
property we could match it." 

Stroh explained that the conservancy wants to 
know that it’s protected. Can the city convey pro¬ 
perty to the conservancy? The city will hold the 
property and grant the conservancy an.agreement. 
"How about 20 years from now? We want per¬ 
manent protection. The stewardship we’ll have to 
work out." 

City Councilman Jim Hester said, "Is the pur¬ 
pose of acquiring land to maintain open space?" 

Stroh an.swered, "We don’t have that agenda 
but that would be a complementary part of acquir¬ 
ing property." 

Hester suggested, "When you’re l(M)king for 
properties to develop. I’d think about whether or 
not the property is accessible." 

"One of the things we want to do is tie trails 
together to rim the valley. Money is available," 
Stroh explained. "Ten percent of the amount of 
the sale is allowed for acquisition costs such as es¬ 
crow fees, etc., but not for development. At some 
point we’d like to approach the city for a conser¬ 
vation ea.sement for protection of the properties." 

City Councilman Lee Cline pointed out that 
they are a watershed area. 

The item will be placed on the Sept. 13 City 
Council meeting. 

Others on the conservancy board of directors, 
1994, are Caroline Brown, vice president; Walt 
Teilmann, treasurer; Terry Bing, secretary; Char¬ 
les Corp, Bruce Crow, Spencer P. Edwards, Karl 
Teigler and Bill Thompson. 

In June, 1989, with Bruce Crow as Mayor, 
the Sierra Madre City Council appointed a citi¬ 
zens’ ad hoc committee to consider the creation of 
a conservancy. The Sierra Madre Mountain Con¬ 
servancy was incorporated in September. 1989, as 
a nonprofit public benefit corporation. It is inde¬ 
pendent of the city of Sierra Madre and has no 
power of eminent domain.

pool out we need to establish that for a park-like 
area, a very fiKal area." 

■Moran said that the property was purcha.sed 
by the Lamdens for $45,000 and that they want 
$65,000 for it. 

She said that she and Judy Webb-Martin (of 
Wehb-Martin Realtors) would like to assist the 
Con.sei vancy'group anjf return the commissions ht 
the city. 

Dorothy Hobiack said, "Don’t you wish we’d 
have jumped on the 67 acres in the canyon that 
went for $20,000 in 1904?" 

John May remarked that he would like to see 
the smaller properties acquired. "It’s going to be 
a long time until we see another pot of gold (re¬ 
ferring to the $3.1 million available through 
Proposition A funds)^ I would encourage dona¬ 
tions and easements rather than buying property." 

Kay Angus lent her voice to seeing that the 
lower canyon is assisted. "I have seen the canyon 
come into its own by charming, interested people. 
It is an oasis in a strategic position, ideal for a 
Mountain Conservancy area." 

What land may be acquired by the conservan¬ 
cy' fhe objective of the conservancy is "to ac¬ 
quire foothill property in Sierra Madre by dona¬ 
tion, purchase or easement and to preserve and 
protect that land in perpetuity for the benefit and 
enjoyment of pre.sent and future generations." 

But exactly what land is up for purchase, 
etc ' Discussion ensued about whether it was to 
"keep the hillsides safe" or was it for the flatter 
land. also. Stroh said, "It’s for natural lands in the 
foothill areas. I’m not sure we could u.se funds for 
the Krafft property." 

1 he group discus.sed the proper priwedure be¬ 
tween the City Council and the conservancy, and 
it was never fully answered. Councilman Gary 
Adams asked, "At what time do you go to the Cit- 
y Council?" 

Stroh answered, "Right now there is not much 
to prioritize. Some of the landowners would never 
entertain a sale offer."

Maurer urged the community to put their differ¬ 
ences aside. Adams said, "1 am somewhat 
amazed. I don’t believe that because there are 
12(X) on the petition that all 1200 are for it. 
Petitions are signed for a variety of reasons...We 
listen to everybody, not Just 10 people...! don’t 
think we have the responsibility to make a deci¬ 
sion based on what we hear in this City Council 
chamber." 

He continued, "The question is not whether 
there are five or seven members on the Planning 
Commission. The question is control. Who is 
going to control what happens. If eight erf 10 
people don’t agree (with the City Council), they 
file a lawsuit. A lawsuit is not the best way...We 
don’t need to spend $10,000 or $5000 to deter¬ 
mine whether there will be five or seven people 
on the Planning Commission...I’m at the point 
that if we have to spend $10,000, let’s draw the 
line in the sand and say 'so be it.’" 

Maurer referred to "a time in the ’60s when 
the town was torn apart. We don’t want it to 


happen now over the number of Planning Com¬ 
missioners." 

Martin referred to a special election as a 
need to get a bad tooth out rather than put up with 
continuing pain. He said he thought it would "be 
well worth the money." 

Councilman James Hester said he thought 
the citizenry of Sierra Madre should have some 
control over the City Council. "This is a republic 
founded on principles. My perception is that the 
City Council is not responsive to the true issues 
and desires of the city of Sierra Madre. I’ve seen 
both sides dig their heels in. We are ripe for a 
compromise...The city is coming apart over an 
issue that they shouldn’t be coming apart over." 

City Councilman Lee Cline said, "I feel that 
there are residents who don’t think the City 
Council listens. 1 feel people do have the 
right...there’s a point that it’s not worth what it 
costs. Maybe it was the wrong time to reduce the 
number of Planning Commissioners with the 
General Plan needing so much help...We can be 
replaced."
